Ruth Dow, president of the Deltri 
s '.-iia Sor.ii-:.' . presided at the debate, 
oy-nmg the. meeting with a few ex- 
planatory notes as to the method of 
judging. Sho pointed out that since

! as obtained the championship three 
l::nes an.l Toronto Varslt}' once. 
Twenty minutes was allotted each 
speaker, and the Oriental question was 
omitted.

After Ruth Dow's opening remarks. 
Vera Shlakman proceeded to outline 
tl affirmative side of the issue, 
nnmoly, "Resolved that the open-door 
y r.-r immigration is conducive to 
tho desirable development of a new 
country." 

"Shall I, because I came here first, 
that you may not come? The im- 
migration officials have the military 
r ghl und legal right to say so. but not 
I he moral right. 

"The open-door policy of a country 
i.- natural and self-regulated, because, 
when a country is doing well there is 
a natural influx of people and when a 
country is in a. state of depression, na- 
turally, people do not come. It Is as 
dangerous as it is wrong for the fu- 
lure population of a country to be left 
the descretion erf humans. 
"Unskilled labour is necessary for 
tii" building of roads, for thé opening 
up of new country and for farming. 
Immigrants are generally at the most 
productive age and their lives when 
they migrate, und are thus capable of 
learning and seizing on new ideas. 
Thon too, there are the skilled labour- 
er, who. cither for rvliglou? or other 
reasons left their native lands seeking 
now countries, for example, the Hu- 
guenots. Some of them went to Ger- 
Aliy and aided greatly in the up- 
i<ilng of Germany, Then, ethers

Kingdom in British and Imperial Hist- 
ory, the Economics and Government 
of the Empire and Dominion, or any 
subject vita to the interest of the 
Empire. A scholarship may be award- 
ed to the same person in two success- 
ive years, and this is said to be tin 
advantage for students in attendance 
at Oxford where no degree can be obt- 
ained- in less than two years. 

The value of each scholarship is 
f 1.400. payments to be made in three 
instalments, the first in September, 
the second In January the third in 
March, of the session. Scholars arc 
expected to return to Canada upon 
completion of thrir studies.- 

Conditions: — These scholarships 
are subject to the following conditions: 
Candidates may be men or women. 
They must be British born, natural- 
ized allies, or naturalized neutrals, 
with at least five years' residence In 
Canada, and unmarried. Except in the \ 
case of a returned soldier, sailor or 
airman, they must have passed their 
19th but not their 27th birthday In 
October of tho year during .vhich they 
begin their course.

In opening the meeting, the presi- 
dent announced thai lectures would 
continue throughout tile winter until 
tbput March, and thatlnot moro than 
one-eighth of thes^ could be missed 
by anyone to continue in the activi- 
ties of tho club. 

Speaking on tho inspection of 
planes, Supple opened his lecture by 
outlining the met! %l of overhauling 
the machine preparatory to each 
flight. All controls should be tried In 
order to discover any maladjustment 
or excessivo looseness or tightness. 
The pilot should also walk around the 
plane anil test all struts and wires. 
Petrol, oil and water must of course 
bo checked up on before each flight. 
Tho pilot should also make surn that 
all Instruments are adjusted and re- 
gistering properly and that the safe- 
ty belt Is firmly adjusted and all loose 
articles secured to prevent mishaps. 

The next item lo bo looked after is 
the lubrication. The proper level must 
be maintained in the oil tank, and all 
external bearing surfaces must bo 
looked to.

Joan of Arc and the superstitions of 
the Middle Ages will be under discus- 
sion tonight ut tho third meeting of 
tho Historical Club, to be held at the 
residence of Mr. \V. S. Johnson. Ill 
Trafalgar Avenue, Westmount. T. II. 
Adn'cy, Arts '2ft, will read a paper on 
".Mediaeval Witchcraft." and S. L. 
Pollard, Arts '29, will speak on "Joan 
of Arc." 

It is thought that these two subjects 
will servo very well in providing scope 
for a consideration of tho mental 
environment and atmosphere of medi- 
aeval man. It Is often said that reli- 
gion and all that goes with it had a 
much more Important plate In the 
thoughts of people In the Middle Ages 
than in our day. 

Yet tho constant stream of publica- 
tions dealing with tho religious aspect 
of tho Middle Ages Is a reminder that 
modern Interest In tho beliefs of those 
limes Is with scholars not a mutter of 
tho study of rldlclous uuperslillons 
but something to bo studied with a 
view to discovering whether any good 
foundation existed for tho ancient at- 
titude toward witches and ghosts 
Joan of Arc seems to be tho outstand- 
ing flguro uniting tho people who 
lived In tho atmosphere of spirits In 
tho. old days. At loost such an emi- 
nent author as Bernard Shaw has 
done his sharo in making her so. She 
also provides a good basis tor the ar- 
guments of feminists. 1 

All members of tho Club aro ex- 
pected to bo at the meeting It possible 
and old members have tho privilege 
of attending. It will bo remembered 
that Mr. Johnson lias previously been 
host to the Club on several occasions.

Reyorend E. Stanley Jones. D.D.. 
probably the foremost American 
missionary to India today, is coming 
to Montreal next week-end. and will 
hi the guest of honour at a luncluon 
in Strathcona Hall on Saturday Dec. 
1st at one o'clock. The luncheon is 
open to tho public as well' as the 
students, as it will be Dr. Jones' only 
appearance In the city during his 
visits. 

Dr. Stanley Joiu-s Is perhaps best 
known to Lhe general public as author 
of "Christ of iho Indian Rood", a 
book presenting a thoroughly modern 
view of the problems facing mis- 
sionaries at tho present time in India 
in particuia'. - . Tho book has had a 
sale of 300.000 copies, a number 
considered phenomenal for such a ty- 
pe of work. 

Recently Dr. Jom»s has written a 
companion book under the title of 
"Christ at the Round Table" in which 
he describes his many discussions in 
groups of Chrtstians and non-Christ- 
ans of all races who together faced 
the questions of religicus belief. 

Ho is a missionary in lut?.'- of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and in 
recent years has. travelled among the 
cities of India and elsewhere, addris'- 
iing large crowds of students and 
leaders. Everywhere he has gone he 
gathered large groups of students 
of all stages of belief- who are at- 
tt acted by his broad views on world 
tuestions. 

Dr. Jones ulôims that Chrlst'an 
eussions have como to a crisis in 
India. Ho rccognl7.es tho valu» of the 
foundations laid by self-saorltlcinS 
missionaries and by Indian Christians 
but says: "A nc\ and challenging 
situation confronts us. If we arc to 
meet it, we must follow tho Christ 
Into what are, to us untried paths.' 

Of his Round Table Conferences, he 
says; "I must confess that I never 
ipproach these Round Tables 'without 
reeling my heart beat a llttlo faster, 
for hero before ns sit members 
of the most religiously Inclined race 
of tho world, men who belong to 
people who havo persistently searched

Dr. Walker, who was consultant in 
the recent Health Survey of Montreal, 
Is secretary of the commlttco on tho 
Administrative Practice of tho Ameri- 
can Public- Health Association. New 
York. While here. Dr. Walker will 
speak at the Women's Canadian Club, 
.ind also at the Social Service Club, of 
Montreal. 

In his Interesting talks to the stu- 
dents, ho explained tho organisation 
of Tuberculosis Work in tho U.S.A. 
which was started in 1!)00. Tho won- 
derful results of this work which has 
been carried on In certain registered 
reas, will bo shown by the remark - 
able decrease hi the morality rate 
from 200 deaths per 100,000 In 1900, 
to S2 deaths In 1026 — a drop of GO per 
cent. 

In order to carry on this work, a de- 
finite knowledge of statistics, diagnos- 
tic facilities, nursing service, institu- 
tional care of cases, and the prevent- 
ive services which aro available, must 
bo had. 

Dr. Walker pointed out the necessity 
of reporting every case of tuberculo- 
sis. In tho ordinary acuto communic- 
able dlseaso — there was no embar- 
rassment In doing this — but In Tu- 
berculosis there is a stigma attached 
— especially as this disease is mort 
or less of chronic nature. This report- 
ing can bo done through the Depart- 
ment of Health, or through voluntary 
agencies, — interested in this typo of 
work. For every death reported — 
tivo to seven contacts In the family 
are found — one. or more of these i dn- 
tacts may havo tho disease, without 
knowing it and in this way, the dl- 
seaso is spread. How important it Is 
to have these people examined, telling 
them symptoms of disease and edu- 
cating them in health matters, not 
only these, but the public at large, if 
a person with tuberculosis takes pro- 
per care of himself, there is no reason 
for him not mingling with his fellow - 
men. 

In closing. Dr. Walker said that 
nursing service is a most potent fac- 
tor in tills typo of work. H require* 
tho highest type of public health 
nurse. The nurse In iier contact with 
families is important in finding those 
j cases, which sho reports and Advise 
I regarding sanitarium treatment.

BETWEEN OURSELVES 

With todnys issue wc arc beginning- a 
series of articles dealing with the organiza- 
tions of the campus, and particularly with the 
organizations which are under the control of 
the Students' Council of the Students' Society. 
With reorganization in the air we think it 
necessary that the students should appreciate 
these societies, not merely what they are and 
what they offer, but what responsibilities they 
place on him, willy-nilly, as a student at McGill. 

A recent news report, from one of our sis- 
ter Universities on this continent states that a 
special comittee appointed by the Board of 
Trustees reviewed charges preferred by 21 stu- 
dents of improper conduct on the campus. 
Among the charges preferred were assertions, 
that students had staged a mock marriage on 
the campus, that gambling and drinking had 
occurred on the campus, and that fraternities 
had permitted dancing in their houses, con- 
trary to school regulations. 

Another news item from across the Atlant- 
ic gives an account of the revolt and rioting of 
one thousand students against "Gown Rule." 
This refers to individuals called Proctors, who 
have wide administrative authority, and who 
are responsible for discipline at this Institu- 
tion. 

Certainly we are not accustomed to such 
happenings at our University. Ever since the 
government of the students was given over to 
the students there has never as far as we are 
.ware, been any criticism of the way in which 
student discipline has been carried out— and 
certainly there have been far better results 
than in the days of purely faculty supervision, 
when control was inevitably regarded with re- 
sentment. We have some right to pat ourselves 
on the back and say, "We get along very nicely, 
don't we?" 

We do get along very nicely up to a point 
too. But most of us after patting ourselves on 
the back, if we even trouble to do that, prompt- 
ly forget that there is such a thing as student 
government, forget to vote at the elections, and 
let things go in their own sweet way, secure in 
the belief that everybody is happy, and every 
thing right. 

The fact that there is student autonomy is 
have been assigned in that autonomy. We must 
sae that the organization within that autonomy 
not everything. We must assume the part we 
is functioning smoothly. When necessary we 
must change that organization for the better. 

It has been well said that a democracy de- 
mands that every member of that democracy be 
'something of a statesman. It demands a high- 
er general level of intelligence than a dictator- 
ship. It has also been said that a democracy at 
the present time is the only way to an aristoc- 
racy, wherein 'aristocracy' means the govern- 
ment in the hands of the best trained and best 
equipped people for the job. It takes democracy 
to pick out the best men to handle affairs and 
to create that best of aristocracies, government 
by the best, instead of that pretended one 
.wherein some people govern because their 
fathers had, really, been the best. 

We do not pretend that the organizations 
at present at McGill are perfect, and it is pre- 
cisely the desire to see them improved that leads 
us to desire so strongly that they should be un- 
derstood. It in equally wrong to say that they 
are bad. Their fruits show them to be, on the 
whole, good which is not saying, however, that 
they cannot be better. 

Elections are pending. Reorganization is 
in the air. Let us be sure that we get only the 
best.

Perhaps it is just as well that recent events have 
seemed to show that religion plays an important part in 
the 'everyday affairs of Americans. There is no good 
reason why so vital and interesting a topic should be 
so generally avoided by newspapers and magazines. 
Tolerance for the other's faith should not mean a total 
ignorance of his beliefs. 

The right of each one oi us to worship as his cons- 
cience dictates does not carry with it any lien on public 
approbation. For instance, it it were within my power to 
end all belief in hell I would gladly devote myself to 
that task. The concept of a place of eternal torment 
seems to me one of the most destructive notions which 

have ever conic into the mind of man. 

* • * 

In the towns and cities one does not meet many who 
hold to fundamentalism. I don't pretend to universal con- 
tacts and so it means nothing much {or mc to say that 1 
am not personally acquainted with a single soul who 
believes in a literal hell. Billy Sunday once remarked 
that you could not put out the eternal fires simply 
by not believing in them. Nor did I intend to offer 
here testimony to overturn the pit. 

Some of the close students of the Bible arc fond 
of pointing out that the belief in hell rests on sparse 
references in the New Testament and that a literal 
meaning has been put upon hyperbolic expression. It 
is enough for mc that the idea of an all-merciful God 
and an everlasting hell simply cannot be combined by 
any process of human logic. 

NO COMPLETE BREAK WITH DARK AGES 

In the America of 1928 there are still millions and 
millions of persons in several— probably in most— of the 
religious denominations who believe steadfastly and 
enthusiastically in hell. Like the old Puritan divine— I 
think it was Cotton Mather— they would as soon give 
up the hope of heaven as quit the fear of hell. 

Only yesterday I ran into a man who astounded me 
by professing a belief in withctaft and a finite devil. 
There has never been a complete break with those ages 
which wc choose to call dark. Still, to find so primitive 
a philosophy in a modem city was startling. Moreover, 
the discussion 'took place in New York's heaviest traf- 
fic, and the man who talked like a Salem pastor was 
a laxicab driver. Even while he pel formed the modern 
miracle of shifting gears he told me of wise women 
and their black aits. The week before he had confined 
to me that he was going to a fortune teller lo find the 
whereabouts of some little girl in whom he was inter- 
ested. She was in the city, he said, but a bright, 
lost needle in the Manhattan haystack. 

And so on the next trip I asked him how his re- 
searches had progressed. Perhaps there was a certain 
skepticism in my inquiries about the wisdom of the lady 
in the spook- easy. 

"She knew, all tight," replied my friend, the taxi 
driver. "She says the girl isn't in New York. She says 
she's in Massachusetts. She docs not know where. She 
doesn't want mc to know. - 

"She says she's with another fellow," he added 
gloomily. 

Altho I had myself no faith in Massachusetts, it 
did not seem to mc any long shot in the dark to predict 
that an errant young woman might have formed new 
alliances. To my friend the taxi driver the words of 
the wise woman seemed nothing short of miraculous. 

"Do you know how she docs it?" he inquired. 

"Cards," 1 suggested, "or tea leaves." 

At such gross superstitions he snorted scornfully. 

"She talks lo the devil," he said simply, and at thai 
moment it became necessary for him lo jam on his four- 
wheel brakes to avoid crashing into a delivery wagon 
Here wc were in heavy traffic, and my life was in the 
hands of a man who believed that just beneath the 
idewalk there lived a tall man with a tail and red 
ights. 

FEAR MORE DESTRUCTIVE "HAN PLAGUES 

And tho I might have had an intcllcctualizcd 
,,rn for such an outlandish cosmogi. ,ihy, I was in 
10 position to turn up my nos.', since I have believed 
•.ost vividly in a real devil, horns and all, and at the 
jturc age of 16 sweated thn lung ni his in fear ol 
.ell. Even now, when I say quite glibly that I have n 
icltef in any such nonsense, there is no telling but that 
omcthing of the old fear lingers in the deeper crannies 
■ i the mind. 

And it is directly out of the belief in hell that there 
arises a very considerable portion of the world's stock 
of free floating fear. To mc it seems that fear is more 
destructive of mankind than plagues and wars. The 
grimmest hoi :inen who ride us down are lliesc two-

Nov do I 
mean to say that adults have not 
also been tortured here In lift) be- 
cause of a beller or even a half- 
belief in the dread place of eternal 
torture. 

Accordingly, when people sponk 
"I" the consolations of religion I 
wish to pick and ehooso my den- 
ominations, Km- to my mind hell 
Is a Conception beneath the dignity 
of man and far below the mercy 
of Clod,

union to Christian ideals and to us.

(Tito article following Is an intro- 
duction to a series of articles dealing 
with tho constitutions of different stu- 
dent organisations at McCiill, which 
tho "Pally" is publishing in order 
better to acquaint tho student body 
wt'th the delils of their government.) 

Introduction 

The government and direction of 
student cxtra-ourricular activity at 
McGHI, with tho exception of athletics 
has been placed by University autho- 
rities in the hands of tho students 
themselves. The government of ath- 
letics, formerly controlled by tho stu- 
dents, was voluntarily resigned by 
them some years ago in favor of tho 
University, and' this branch of activ- 
ity is now governed directly by the 
University as otto of its departments. 

Tor tho purpose of coordinating and 
administrating these multifold activ- 
ities to belter advantage, the male 
students of this University have been 
termed' into an unincorporated society 
kown as The Students' Society of Mc- 
(.;-.'.l University; — "An association of 
undergraduates formed to exercise 
general 'control of all undergraduate 
activities and the relation of iho un- 
dergraduates with the University sub- 
ject to the University Statutes and 
jurisdiction jf the corporation and the 
several faculties." At this writing, no 
provision has been made for the inclu- 
sion of women's activities la the scope 
, of the Students' Society. 

Campus organisations, such as the 
j Union House, the "Dally," the ■•Annual" 
! The scarlet Key Society, etc. are all 
subdivisions of the Students' Society, 
land the present society and its snb- 
| sidiaries are governed by a series of 
constitutions drafted and passed by 
the students themselves. 

Ti-.-.- principal constitution by which 
cur activities are i'overned is, of 
course 1 , that of the Students' society 
itself, since it contains rulings by 
which every undergraduate, no matter 
whether he takes part in any specific 
activlt> v.;- not, is governed. The other 
constitutions are 'of great Importance, 
however, hot only because they amp- 
lify part.-: of Use constitution of the 
Students' Society, but also because 
tlit-y lay down definite: rules and reg- 
ulations for tho guidance cf those in 
charge cf the dificrent.spcciaiised asp- 
ects of our activities. Constitutions of 
these various subsidiary societies arc 
usua'.iy drafted by active members of 
'.he particular organisation concerned 
and subsequently submitted to the ex- 
ecutive council of the Students' So- 
ciety for ratification. 

Once the executive council of the 
Students' Society ratifies any such

study; (g) A certificate of health, 
signed by a doctor; (h) Testimonials 
from three persons concerning the 
candidate's qualifications; (I) Refer- 
ences to throo other responsible per- 
sons who.se addresses must bo given 
in full, and of whom at least two must 
bo professors under whom ho or »hc 
has .-studied.

"Beer ill tho Union by all means, 
as long as thero Is not too much in 
tlio Students, clso tho classical will 
.not be ablo to decline (hie)." 

Opposes Project 
Cordle Nairn declared himself cm- 
phatlenlly against tho HOhomc. "I full 
to see how tho Union llouso Commit- 
tee has the right to bring the matter 
up as a referendum," ho Bald, "I 
do not approve of beer In tho Union 
as this place; is not sultnblo for Its 
sale. If students care for a glass of 
beer, thero are. all sorts of places 
nearby whero It can bo procured. Tho 
sale of beer at tile Union will only 
bring disrepute to Iho University." 

Paul Molanson, In stating his views, 
emphasised that he was not speaking 
in any official capacity, but thnt ho was 
metvly giving his personal opinion. 
"Personally, 1 don't seo why we 
shouldn't have been in the Union. Wo 
certainly should bo establishing a 
precedent In this country, although 
drinking beer In tho old country 
Universities is ns common as drinking 
water. Many of the students like iu\ 
occasional glass, ami 1 do not see why 
tho Union should not profit it." 

Loveli Carroll, in commenting on 
the proposition, said that "As a cont- 
inuing vegetarian and as a member 
of the McCiill Students' Christian So- 
ciety, I am heati'.lly against tho idea 
of no: drinking beep « tito Unon." 
Approves Of Motion 
In response to a request for an In- 
terview on tho Union ,Boer Question. 
T. 11. Harris, Law 111 had tho follow- 
. Ins to say; 

j "The projected sale' of boer in the 
j McCiill Union is a question that j 

should be treated seriously ami III all 
! sobriety. At the present moment, 
there are no doubt many students, 
' who at the mere thought of being 
ablc to procure this wholesome bever- 
age at the Union, nro effervescing 
with joy. On the other hand, there ! 
are probably just as many, who, wrath- j 
ful at the prospect are frothing ut 
the mouth. 

"Tho question is one of great im- 
portance, however, and there is no 
room for the inclusion of levity in If) 
! discussion. 

"I tor one should not like to see 
j the McGii! Union converted Into a 
', Convention place for drunks, but I 
Jfcel that no harm can come If wo soil 
t beer to students with their meals— 
I one bottle of be-er with one meal — a 
j sandwich or a doughnut not being 
construed as a meal for these pur- 
poses. 

"To take any other view of the 
matter is to be hyprocritlcal since 
we all know that students regularly 
consume beer and that most or tho 
consumption is done in close proxi- 
mity to the Roddick Gates. 

"In asking for a referendum on the 
subject, tho Union Houso Committee 
has taken the right step. Constitu- 
tionally they have every right to nak 
for such a referendum, and by ask- 
ing for a vote of the students before 
carrying the matter further they huve 
admitteel that their own views on the 
question may not be conclusive. It 
would be a fine thing if we hod more 
admissions of this sort from time to 
time J'roin our governing bodies." 

When asked to .give an opinion on 
(he matter, S. Ilnyakawa, had tho 
following to say. "Eel ita walk humb- 
ly in the steps of the might universi- 
ties, •which have preceded Us. Have 
beer by all weans, and let us hope 
earnestly that by taking this small 
step we may, in sonio measure draw 
nearer to the realization of that rich- 
ness and variety of student llfo which' 
characterises such august bodies of 
learning as Oxford, Cambridge, Mu- 
nich, Loydcn, and Heidelberg. I be- 
llevo in following tradition, it is a 
matter of honour that this referen- 
dum bo passed."

In passing 
It might bo noted that one or the 
proposed amendment!) to the con- 
stitution would havo the Indirect but 
practical result of bringing those In- 
dependent undergraduate societies 
under iho saine control. Tho proposal 
referred to Is tho ono for tip; auto- 
matic inclusion of iho presidents of 
thoso societies lu Iho Students 
Council. Tho question Is, have the 
various societies, wlil.-h accepted the 
protection of tlio council, benefitted 
by such protection? It Is submitted 
that thoy have not and that this 
pnloiiallstlo policy of ce11trull7.nl Ion 
Was ill-advised and (hat It 1ms 
proved detrimental to tho Interests 
of the student body. It Is enough to 
point out that since Us Inception 
there bus boon tin evident falling oil' 
of student Interest In practically nil 
of tho societies concerned. Indeed 
ono of tho most Important societies, 
tlio Canadian Club, no longer exist-), 
and It seems thnt others tiro 111 
danger of the snnio Into. 

The control exercised over these 
different organizations by the Stu- 
dents Council Is no mero formality, 
as some of tho uninitiated may 
think Tho fact is that I he .res- 
ponsibility, to .1 largo extent, for the 
success of tiny particular organis- 
ation has boon taken away from the 
executives of such organization and 
now lies In the Students Council. 
Tho "Daily" is a case in point. Tho 
Editorial policy .-md management of 
tho "Daily" Is, In Us final analysis, 
under the control of the council; so 
much co, in fact, that tho editors of 
that paper ill not care to take a 
stand which might be opposed to tho 
wishes o fthe Council. In sport the 

executives of the various socltio3 are 

t 

no longer responsible to the societies 
which they represent, but are res- 
ponsible to the Students council, 
which in turn Is responsible to the 
Students Society. Tho Students 
Council was formed to carry out the 
wishes of the Students Society, but 
it has grown Into an autocratic 
power, upon which there Is no ade- 
quate check. On the face of it, such 
an arrangement Is ridiculous. 

Admitting however, for the sake 
of argument, that such an nrrangu- 
mont is either practical or fair to tho 
different societies concerned, the 
question remains whether the Stu- 
dent's Council has fulfilled the 
obligations which It so Imperiously 
undertook an examination of tho 
record of tho various societies since 
tho time they camo under the 
control of the Council would seem to 
show thnt tho Council has not made 
a success of its undertaking. In fact 
the Council's whole record during the 
last few years Is not very rc-assur- 
ing. Lust spring a question of dis- 
cipline came up in connection with 
tlio Red and Whlto Revue. The 
Council's bundling of that particular 
matter did not reflect any credit 
upon Its methods or policy. 

Tho proof of tho pudding Is in tho 
eating. As Iho Council lias become 
moro powerful student Interest has 
fallen off. It la submitted that stu- 
dent Interest has fallen oft because 
the various undergraduato organiz- 
ations, upon which student Interest 
lives, havo been managed with 
neither enthusiasm nor efficiency. 
Enthusiasm and efficiency are lack- 
ing in tho executive» of the various 
organizations, not because the ex- 
ecutives arc incapable or disloyal, 
but because tho executives are no 
longer responsible to the societies 
The oxocutlves are no longer res- 
ponsible to the societies which thoy 
represent, because the Council has 
undertaken that responsibility, 
making the various executives no 
more nor loss than their agents. And 



summed up tho thoughts contained in 
both her and her colloagucs speeches. 

R. E. Cahier announced iho Judges' 
decision, which was not unanimous 
Ho, then, upon roques!, gave con- 
structive criticism.
